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Claim 3. (previously presented) A process according to 
Claim 1, characterised in that the electronic unit (12) of the 
first key (lO) includes a subset (AB) of . the complete code-set 
(ABCD) required to initiate deactivation of the alarm system 
and/or opening of the container (i) .
